ESTIMATES 
PUT COTTON 
CROP DOWN 


Plant is Responding to 
Favorable Weather; Frost 
Menace Still Feared 


(EXCLUSIVES 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.) Oct. 24.— 
Reports from correspondents, com- 
plied for the Commercial Appeal, 
indicate that the condition of the 
cotton crop on the 15th inst. was 
55.7 per cent of a normal. 

The indicated condition points 
to a crop of 12,771,000 bales, gov- 
ernment acreage, allowing 1 per 
cent for abandonment. Linters 
are excluded. 

The plant has reed to the 
favorable weather. Every day that 
frost had been delayed has added 
to the crop with the likelihood 
that further delay will further in- 
crease the prospect. 

North Carolina still has a chance 
to produce a better crop than was 
thought probable, but the condi- 
tion in that State is very poor. The 
same thing may be said of South 
Carolina. Both are recovering 
somewhat from the unfavorable 
weather that prevailed up to the 
lst inst., but North Carolina te stil! 
suffering from the effects of six 
weeks of drought followed by 
some three weeks of wet weather. 

It is along the rim of the belt 
and over western sections that fa- 
vorable Weather has been most 
beneficial. For the full benefit, 


rred in 
any section of the belt during Oc- 
tober. This has enabled growers 
to keep the pickers in the fields 
practically every day of the period, 
resulting in an unusually heavy 
ginning.

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ELECTION BOGEY TANGIBLE 


Fear of Radical Government Not Fantasy; Uneasi- 
ness Reflected in Commercial Paper 


BY EARLE E. CROWE 

As an excuse for indécisiveness in action, the stock phrase of, 
“Waiting until the election is over, has been tossed around so much 
among business men, investors and speculators in the last few months 
that there may be some ground for suspicions of the genuineness of 
the reason. There is little doubt that the wholesalers and retailers, 
and the vast colony of speculators are in a hesitant mood, but there 
are some observers who have summarily brushed the “la Follette 
movement” aside as unimportant, and assigned more abstruse factors 
as the cause of business uneasiness. 


The election bugaboo, however, 


de a real incubus upon the minds 


of all business men, and it has 
its foundation in the attitude of 
the public. It finds perhaps more 
accurate reflection in the com- 
mercial paper market and in the 
low interest rates charged for this 
form of short-term financing. The 
head of the Los Angeles branch 
of a commercial paper house do- 
ing over $1,000,000,000 of business 
in the United States returned a 
few days ago from a trip to the 
large financial centers of the coun- 
try, and emphatically reports that 
the election fears are genuine and 
a palpable brake on commercial 
endeavors. 


RADICALISM FEARED 


In visiting the large industrial 
and manufacturing companies with 
which his firm does business, th 


Los Angeles manager found that 


production is barely 40 per cent of 
normal. Everywhere the execu- 
tives of these 1 are ait- 
ting back and biding their time. 
Their purchases of raw materials 
are at a minimum, their output is 
‘ow and orders from customers 
are on a hand-to-mouth basis This 
state of affairs ie mirrored in the 
demand for short-term financing, 
now at a relatively low ebb. 

Business sentiment, as he found 
it, ies waiting until the incertitude 
arising from the La Follette cam- 
paign is definitely dissipated. With 
Coolidge re-elected the large in- 
dustrial interests are expected to 
begin active buying of raw mate- 
rials in anticipation of the reasser- 
tien of consumer demand. Stocker 
are generally iow and the untver- 
sal competition for materiale wil! 
naturally stimulate business opera- 
tions from one end of the country 
to the other. 

The same note of hesitation is 
existent in Pacifie Coast business 
as refiected in the commercial! pa- 
per market. Manufacturers, whole- 
salers and retailers, who usually 
finance their purchases of goods 
with commercial paper running 
from thirty days to six months are 
not in the market. They are buy- 
ing as little as possible, a condi- 
tion which is told in the low level 
of rates ranging from 3 to 3 1-2 
per cent. 

The commercial paper brokers 
have their own way of telling the 
business story. When their rates 


on prime paper are around 5 per 
cent, they judge business as nor- 
mal. Speculation is dominant 
when rates touch 8 per cent, and 
the volume of production and con- 
sumer demand are below normal 
when interest falls below ö per 
cent. At the present level it is 
clearly apparent that little buying 
is in progress, and a large surplus 
of idle money exists. 
Ordinarily, the wholesalers, re- 
taflers and manufacturers in Los 
Angeles are steady customers of 
commercial paper brokers. The 
wholesale grocers, meat packers, 
grain merchants, flour millers, 
hardware merchants, both whole- 


sale and retail, shoe manufacturers | 


and wholesalers, wholesale drug- 
gists, dry goods merchants, lum- 
ber manufacturers and wholesalers, 
musical instrument dealers and 
specialty hardware wholesalers are 
behind a large volume of such pa- 
per. These names are all con- 
sidered good investments and 
eagerly sought for by banks and 
private individuals. 


BANKS AFFECTED 

Los Angeles banks feel this busi- 
lassitude. As a rule they di- 
vert a certain proportion of their 
investment funds into commercial 
paper channels and expect to real- 
ize a fale investment return. But 
when the demand among the orig- 
inators of the paper is off anfi rates 
correspondingly down, the banks 
are receiving only 3 1-2 per cent on 
money that in some cases, as in the 
savings banks, costs them 4 per 
cent. Thie condition affects their 
earnings and is practically un- 
avoldable as a certain percentage 
of their money must be employed 
in some liquid form. 

Commercial paper brokers con- 
fidently expect an alleviation of 
this situation if the radical move- 
ment ie unmistakably stamped out 
in the November polls. The con- 
sensus of opinion among observ- 
ers in the money markets, accord- 
ing to the Los Angeles investiga- 
tor, is that real buying must be 
generated by a rise of public con- 
fidence in government. When this 
feeling ia released from repression, 
the forecast tle for a sharp upturn 
in commercial paper rates to 
around normal levels in corre- 
spondence to the removal of in- 
hibitions on business ectivities.

Pacific States Leaders in 
September Business 


California is Prominent in 
Fruit Exportation 


Southern Pacific Company 
Earnings Gain 


Pacific and Middle Atlantic 
States showed the greatest gain in 
the sale of ordinary life insurance 
in the United States for the first 
nine months of this year, accord- 
ing to figures issued by the Life 


of Hartford, Ct. The Middle At- 
lantic States led with a gain of 13 
per cent. 

In September, however, the Pa- 
cifie States led all other sections 
of the country for the same month 
with an increase of 7 per cent.

Ex-Secretary’s Assistant Says That

Two weeks after Albert B. Fall took office, March 4, 1921, 
as Secretary of the Interior of the United States, he called 
specifically for information that would acquaint him with naval 
oil lands, Edward C. Finney, Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
then and now, testified in the United States-Doheny oil case 


which, following the advance in

W. F. Ireland, secretary of the 
Southern California Wholesale and 
Retail Bakers’ Association, said: 

“Bakers undoubtedly will be 
forced to advance prices; Some 
will on Monday but there will be 
me general advance as far as I 
have been informed by the mem- 
bers of the association. Most of 
the retailers already have advanced 
their prices, the pound and one- 
half loaf that formerly sold for 10 
cents now being sold at 12 and 13 
cents and the loaf that sold at 13 
cents now being sold at 14 cents. 

“With an average advence of $2 
a barrel on flour and remember- 
ing there are only at the most 
185 loaves in a barrel you can 
readily see that there is no real 
advance in the profit In fact 
the bakers are taking a loas of 15 
cents a barrel.” 

John Phelps, sales manager of 
thes Bradford Bakery, said that 
company would advance the price 
of pound and one-half loaves 1 
cent on Monday next. 

William X. Brodhag of the Lead- 
er Bakery said that the ad 
had been forced on the bakers by 
the rise in the price of wheat, 
which had moved up from 80 cents 
a barrel to between 61.45 and
